^nd session, approved 2 August 1946, contains the basic 
authority for the Government to bear the expenses of travel 
and transportation of the immediate family of an employee, 
including; household goods and personal effects, where the 
employee is transferred from one official station to another, 
inducing transfer from one department to another, for ner- 
manent duty. This provision of Public Law 600 became af- 
fective 1 November 1946. This Act authorizes the President 
to issue certain regu 3a tions governing the payment of such 
travel and transportation expenses. Executive Order 9005, 
issued £5 November 1946, and effective 1 November 1946, 
prescribes these regulations. Section 4 of this Order
